Fumigation Versus Spraying 


.-•:«4--C I 


Professor Frederick Maskew, Chief Deputy Quarantine 
Officer under the State Commission of Horticulture (now con­ 
nected with the University of California) at present located 
at San Francisco, formerly collaborating with Professor R. S. 
Woglum in connection with fumigation investigations, said 
before the 47th California Fruit Growers Convention the fol­ 
lowing : 


•'With this wealth of experience on both sides of the 
question from which to draw; with a full knowledge of the 
fact that in the three great undertakings (experiments on a 
large scale to control insects by spraying) recited, spraying 
was abandoned for fumigation, with a clear comprehension 
of the many factors that make for success or failure in the 
employment of either method, and from the general average 
of results obtained, I state to you without hesitation that were 
I the possessor of a citrus orchard and it became necessary to 
disinfect the same for scale insects I should employ fumigation 
for that purpose, and also officially advise all those who con­ 
sulted me upon this matter to do likewise. 


"Spraying is the contact method, and unless the contact 
is made, results do not ensue. A tree is sprayed when it is wet 
all over both sides of all the leaves, twigs and branches. With 
an evergreen tree this is practically impossible unless at a 
prohibitive price due to waste of both material and time. With 
the most perfect of equipment, success in spraying is largely 
a matter of the personal equation. 
With a perfect equipment 
the personal equation is almost entirely eliminated by me­ 


chanical action in modern fumigation, and Inst but not least 
in my mind is the fact that the instant a tent is removed from 
a tree any future deleterious effect to plant life is eliminated 
by the immediate dissipation of the gas. On the contrary, 
undue accumulations of spray material sometimes occur and 
remain after the operation, resulting in more or less injury to 
plant tissues." 


It is an established fact that groves are better and more 
efficiently treated for scale control by fumigation. Painstaking 
growers have satisfied themselves that the cost of fumigation 
is lass than is the cost of spraying. Furthermore, one fumi­ 
gation per season does the work effectively, improving the 
condition of the trees, while several sprayings arc necessary 
and the results are incomplete killing of scale with generally 
serious damage to fruit and trees. 


The results of surveys and exhaustive inspections made 
in citrus groves covering several thousand acres, in the counties 
of San Bernardino, Riverside, Orange, and Los Angeles, show 
that fumigation efficiency stands at 99.5%. The averuge effi­ 
ciency for spraying operations shows less than 45';;, with ser­ 
ious damage to trees and fruit. 


GYANEGG will, this year, be available for the full needs 
of the citrus fruit growers. There is no need for growers to 
resort to the more expensive and less efficient spraying. Every­ 
one owning a grove should fumigate.

WOMEN TO DISCUSS 
VEGETABLE DRYING 


Covina Valley Organizations Working 
With H. A. Miller of Defense Council 
Toward Food Conservation at Home 
—Meeting at Woman's 
Club-House 
Saturday. 


Early in Juno there was held in the 
city of San Francisco a conference rep­ 
resenting over 100,000 organized wo­ 
men of California, from twelve great 
societies, held for the purpose of unify 
ing and co-ordinating the defense work 
of all women in the state, establishing 
practically a clearing-house for the ser­ 
vice of women during the period of the 
war. 


Mrs. 
Herbert A. Cable of Los An­ 
geles was named as president, 
with 
able assistants both from the north and 
south. 
The supervisors of this county 
aoon after appointed Mrs. Dr. Jessie 
Russell of Olendale to be in charge of 
the wprk of organization for this coun 
ty, and at a meeting held in Los An 
geles recently, at which wore represen 
tatives from practically every organi 
zation of women and every-city in the 
county,' Mrs. Frank Johnson was the 
delegate from Covina. 


Mrs. Johnson, in turn, called a pre­ 
liminary :meeting latot Friday 
after­ 
noon at the club-house, urging all to 
attend who were not in any organiza 
tion as well as the Red Cross, club, 
lodge, purent-teacher.association, and 
W. C. T. U. members. A gToup of inter­ 
ested 
and earnest women 
responded, 
and Mrs. Frank Johnson was made tem­ 
porary chairman, with Mrs. W. P. Nye 
secretary, and Mrs. Mary M. Coman, 
publicity committee. 


As Mr. H. A. Miller, member of tho 
state council of defense, had attended 
a vitally-important meeting the day be­ 
fore, he told of the extremely 
wide 
scope of the work, and said that there 
was needed in every city a central com­ 
mittee which should aet during the 
summer, at least, "backing up Hoov­ 
e r " in his most essential work of not 
only production, but conservation and 
preservation of food materials. Blank 
pledges, to be signed by housekeepers, 
promising to save wheat and meat, by 
having meatless days, and wheatlegu 
meals, looking 
more 
carefully 
after 
waste, both practising and proaehing 
the "gospel of the clean plate," and 
-using local supplies as far as possible, 
were distributed and largely signed. 


It is probable that in the near future 
special demonstrations of canning and 
drying vegetables will be arranged, and 


if it is possible to work out in practical 
form, a local home, co-operative can­ 
nery and drior, one may be installed, 
in order that no fruit or vegctabloB 
may be lost, when the world-need of 
food is so groat. 
Many 
suggestions 
were offered which were of special val­ 
ue, and it is hoped that out of this 
local committee, may develop activities 
which will prove that tho women and 
men of Covina are doing team work of 
the highest type in the present crisis. 


Mrs. 
Johnson has called a second 
conference 
of 
all women 
interested, 
whether they belong to any organiza­ 
tion or not, tomorrow (Saturday) aftor- 
noon at 3 o 'clock in the Woman's club­ 
house. 
Mr. Miller, of the state council 
of defense, will \>e present, and will 
show samples of vegetables dried by a 
new process. 


If every woman in her homo will but 
exercise care to prevent undue waste, 
and will con or dry all that her own 
homo garden and orchard produces, be­ 
yond what is markoted, much will have 
been accomplished. 


Further report 
will be made 
next 
week of the results of tomorrow's meet­ 
ing. .But come yourself, and hear the 
interesting and most informal discus­ 
sions of home and national economics.

CITY'S CHIEF EXECUTIVE INJECTS SURPRISING FACTS INTO

—PLAN TO FORM HEALTH DISTRICT HAS SO FAR BEEN A 
FAILURE, HE SAYS—SHARP ARRAIGNMENT OF COVINA BACK­ 
YARD COWS AND CHICKENS—HEALTH INSPECTORS OF PASA­ 
DENA ARE PRESENT AND REVIEW PLANS OF THAT CITY FOR 
CONTROL OF TYPHOID AND OTHER DISEASES.

Charging that the county health offi­ 
cer and other officials had been ap­ 
pealed to in. vain to prevent the dump­ 
ing of stable refuse into the open ditch 
that supplies Covina city and surround­ 
ing country with water, Mayor J. N. 
Wilson of Covina threw a bombshell 
into a meeting of the Covina chamber 
of commerce last Friday night, when 
the members gathered at a supper in 
the Park restaurant to hear talks on 
health and sanitation. 


Mayor Wilson's surprise speech came 
as an answer to questions broached by 
H. A. Miller, presiding officer of the 
evening, and the mayor not only said 
that the city of C#vina was powerless" 
to keep the water from becoming con­ 
taminated, but that it had failed in 
the effort to create sanitary conditions 
in relation to the back-yard cow and 
chickens within the city. He made the 
statement 
that the city officials had 
repeatedly .tnarle efforts 
tcr establish 
better 
health 
conditions, only to be 
met with the opposition of taxpayers 
who did not see the need of spending 
money for a regularly-employed health 
official. 


The meeting was called for the pur­ 
pose of listening to talks-by Dr. J. B. 
Bell, city veterinarian of Pasadena, and 
Dr. Stanley P. Black, city health offi­ 
cer of Posadena. 
In the course of his 
address, Dr. Bell reviewed thoroughly 
the question of tuberculous cows, out­ 
lining the methods of control under the 
state laws. Moro than half of the milch 
cows of tbfl state werc'tuboreular to 
some extent, he said. When tests are 
made by veterinarians, all cows shown 
to be suffering with this disease are 
condemned. When these cows are butch­ 
ered at slaughter-houses, the inspectors 
deteroiino the extent of the tubercular 
Infection. 
If but one lung cavity is 
infected, the officials allow the meat to 
be sold, but if it has spread to both 
cavities and to othor cavities like the 
abdomen, the meat is condemned. This 
practice is also carried out by gov­ 
ernment inspectors. 


Dr. Black made the statement that 
the Unitod States federal laws call for 
a rigid inspection of all meats that are 
to be exported, but that the government 
makes no provision to protect the people 
within the United States. 
Largo pack­ 
ing houses that do an export 
trade 
have a government inspector 
present 
all the time during tho butehcring, but 
slaughtering plants that do not export 
meats are not supplied with inspectors. 
Some slaughtering concerns which do 
not export meats, but have applied for 
government 
inspection, 
are 
supplied 
with a government inspector, as is the 
enso with the San Antonio Meat Com­ 
pany at Pomona. 


Chairmnn 
Miller said that he had 
been making trips through local dairies 
during tho last few days, and that he 
found conditions far from satisfactory. 
He was sure that this city and valley is 
not gotting the best milk from some 
of thesi> dairies—that the best milk is 
being sent to Los Angeles. He wns 
doubtful 
whether nil cows that 
have 
been 
condemned 
by inspectors ' have 
been 
removed 
from 
the herds. 
He 
stated that he found one or two of the 
dairies in a fair state of cleanliness. 


Mayor 
Wilson did not deny 
those 
statements, but went on to show that 
tho back-yard cow, from whose filthy 
body milk is sold to Covina neighbors, 
is a greater menace than any of the 
dairies of the valley. The mayor spoke 
highly of the interest shown by the 
dnirymon 
in 
keeping 
their 
promises 
clean and within the prescribed rules 
of inspection, but that the cow within 
tho city is a horrible menaoo in moro 
ways than one—a breeder of millions 
of flies, creating a stench that does not 
add to the attractiveness of the muni­ 
cipality, and endnngoring the livos of 
every little baby who is fed on this un­ 
inspected, uncared for milk. This con­ 
dition exists at the present time in Co­ 
vina, the mayor said. Incidentally, in 
one of hi* trips over tho city recently, 
ho found more chickens in back yards 
than he dreamed 
were 
kept in the 
valley, and the condition in the chick­ 
en yards is that of filth. 
Garbage is 
scattered out to rot and to attract 
clouds of flies. 


A STABI^. OUTFALL. 


In the matter of the pollution of the 
city water, Mayor Wilson said thut a 
committee visited the Slauson ranch in 
Azusn, and found that a stable on the 
Slauson ranch had been built close to 
the open ditch that carries 
domestic 
water for Covina. The mayor said that 
he had notitied tho county health offt 
cer, and that official said that ho was 
powerless to change conditions. 
The 
city of Covina is powerless because the 
nuisaneo is created outside of its boun 
daries, and also handicapped by the 
fact that the city has no money to pay 
a regular health inspector to push these 
matters to » conclusion, 


" I f the taxpayers of the city of Co 


vina will vote twenty-five cents on,the 
hundred dollars of valuation for the 
maintenance of a health inspector on 
salary, the city officials will see to it 
that these matters are corrected," said 
Mayor Wilson. 
" T h e city of Covina 
has a health board, but it is too much 
to ask these men, or any one of them, 
to devote his time free of charge." 


Dr. Black said that all water taken 
from the earth's surface for drinking 
purposes was more or less contaminat­ 
ed, carrying dangerous germs. He spoke 
of the chlorine filtering plant which the 
city of Pasadena has established, and 
which adequately controls typhoid fe­ 
ver. 
The plant has not cost the city 
of Pasadena more than a thousand dol­ 
lars to install, he said. City Clerk Dailey 
S. Staoffrd of Covina stated that the 
City of Covina has at this time received 
bids for a chlorination plant to be in­ 
stalled at the city reservoir, and that 
this plant 
would undoubtedly be in 
operation 
before 
many 
w'eeks. 
Dr. 
Black said that typhoid fever was eas­ 
ily controllable, and that the time would 
come when a person contracting typhoid 
fever would have a clear ense against 
the municipality for damages if the 
disease was contracted. Typhoid fever 
is unnecessary, he said, and cities"should 
be made heavily liable for allowing con­ 
ditions to exist that will cause the dis- 
easo, even in a single- case. 
He cited 
the control of yellow fever and other 
diseases by the United States army sani­ 
tation corps on the Panama canal, and 
other cases where iron-clad rules had 
caused plagues to entirely disappear. 


Mayor Wilson said that at one time 
not long ago, the city of Covina agreed 
to appropriate 
$375 and the Covina 
chamber of commerce had agreed to 
make up an additional $125, to be put 
with additional sums of $500 each from 
the cities of Glendora and Azusa, for 
the purpose of hiring a health inspect­ 
or for this district. The matter had 
been put through at the instigation of 
the county health officer, but that after 
it had been arranged, the county health 
officer had evidently forgotten all about 
it, for the city officials of Covina had 
since heard nothing further about it. 
HURTS UNDERTAKERS. 


City Trustee R. A. Welch contributed 
just one gem to the discussion. He said: 
" M r . Chairman, we have two local un­ 
dertakers with us hero tonight, and I 
am afraid that all this talk about im­ 
proving 
health 
conditions 
will 
hurt 
their business." 


Other local speakers were Postmaster 
D. F. Stafford, who expressed strong 
surprise and indignation at the condi­ 
tions revealed through Mayor Wilson's 
statements, and E. P. Warner, who said 
that dairymen were in most cases will­ 
ing and eager to cooperate with health 
inspectors, but that in many cases de­ 
puty 
inspectors 
weTO 
discriminatory, 
showing 
favoritism 
toward 
certain 
dairies. 


Tho Park restaurant, where the meet­ 
ing wns held, provided a very satisfac­ 
tory supper. The chambor of commerce 
is planning other affairs of the kind, 
and may hold one each month.
